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Clocktower junction 
work set to go ahead 


WORK on a busy 
road junction is 
about to start - 
despite a last-min¬ 
ute plea from coun¬ 
cillors to put the 
scheme on hold. 

Town councillors in 
Newmarket wanted the 
controversial scheme 
to revamp the town’s 
Clocktower junction 
put off until other 
traffic problems - 
which have been 
blamed on the first 
phase of the scheme - 
are sorted out. 

But Suffolk County 
Council is pressing ahead 
with the start of work on 
Monday. The work is 
expected to go on for 16 
weeks. 

Racehorse trainers in 
the town have also com¬ 
plained about the dis¬ 
ruption that the work will 
cause although the county 
council has said it has 
timed the work to avoid the 
racing season. 

The town council voted 
earlier last month to ask 
the county council to put 
off the start of the scheme, 
costing around £600,000, 
until problems with traffic 
queues and hold-ups in 
nearby Exeter Road, 
Fordham Road and Fred 
Archer Way are resolved. 

Shortly before Christmas 
a crash on the A14 meant 
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that heavy traffic was 
diverted through New¬ 
market bringing many 
roads to a standstill. 

Cllr Chris Turner, the 
mayor, said: “We have had 
no response to a letter to 
the county council so I’m 
assuming the work will go 
ahead.” 

Mark Tompkins, chair¬ 
man of Newmarket Train¬ 
ers’ Federation, said: “It 
will just kill the town. 
They ought to get rid of all 
the traffic lights and just 
have the old belisha 
beacon-style crossings for 
pedestrians.” 

The major work will 
involve closing access to 
Exeter Road from the 
roundabout, re-aligning 
the High Street and 
building out the pavement 
to create a seating area at 
the base of the historic 
Clocktower which cur¬ 
rently stands on an island 
in the middle of the road. 

Town councillors were 
concerned about the safety 
of the scheme which has 
no designated pedestrian 
crossing points. 

But Rod Sore, the county 
council’s safety engineer, 
told them earlier in the 
year that similar schemes 
had worked in Holland 
with “shared space” for 
traffic and pedestrians.

doors for the last time

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WOOLWORTHS 
stores have started 
pulling down the 
shutters for the last 
time. 

The shop in New¬ 
market’s High Street and 
the Bury St Edmunds 
branch closed on Satur¬ 
day and other stores in 
the region were due to 
follow suit this week. 

Woolworths was the 
latest, and largest, store 
to close in Newmarket 
this year. Just two weeks 
ago long-established 
women’s fashion store 
Judith Fisher in the 
High Street closed 
suddenly and all the 
stock was cleared within 
a day 

Earlier this year 
another long-established 
business, Linen and 
Things, opposite the 
market square, closed. 

Roseby’s soft furnish¬ 
ings in Crown Walk is 
also closing along with 
the rest of the stores in 
the same national chain. 

Cllr Richard Fletcher, 
who chairs Newmarket 
Town Council’s planning 
committee, said: “We feel 
so sorry for the staff at 
Woolworths who are 
losing their jobs. 

“Woolworths is a 
legend in the High Street 
and we will miss it 
greatly The town council 
is concerned about the 
prospects - particularly 
for the private traders in 
the High Street.” 

He said he hoped that 
another retail business 
would take over the 
Woolworths building - 
even though the econ¬ 
omic situation made that 
unlikely in the imme¬ 
diate future. 

Commenting on rum¬ 
ours that the empty 
store could be taken over 
by frozen food chain 
Iceland, the Mayor of 
Newmarket, Cllr Chris 
Turner, said: “They are 
only rumours but it is a 
prime site and we hope it 
won’t stand empty for 
long. 

“I think this closure is 
bad for the town and we 
don’t want to see a whole

lot of other shops 
closing.” 

He added: “I feel sorry 
for those people who 
have lost their jobs.” 

Woolworths’ stores in 
Ely and St Ives were due 
to close this week and 
the Huntingdon and St 
Neots branches will 
close in the new year. 

In Ely, ambitious 
market traders are 
calling for the city’s 
Woolworths store to be 
transformed into a 
bumper indoor market. 

But Elaine, Griffin- 
Singh, chairman of Ely 
Traders’ Association, 
said the market traders 
were simply “dreaming” 
over the prospects. 

She said: “I can see 
their way of thinking 
but they are simply 
dreaming. 

“There is no chance 
that it will happen or 
that the store will even 
stand derelict for long - 
it is a prime retail space 
and would make the 
perfect place for new 
much-needed stores such 
as Next and Marks & 
Spencer to set up base. 

“It will be interesting 
to see what replaces our 
much-loved Woollies.” 
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Vet helps to 
save sight 
of bears in 


sanctuary 


A VET working for an animal 
charity has helped restore the 
sight of bears rescued from 
China’s bile farms. 

Dr Claudia Hartley, an eye expert 
at Newmarket’s Animal Health 
Trust, travelled to the sanctuary set 
up by the Animals Asia Foundation 
which rescues bears which have 
been kept in cages and “milked” for 
their bile used in traditional 
Chinese medicine. 

Dr Hartley, whose work normally 
involves 25 eye operations on dogs 
each week, examined 17 of the 
rescued bears to assess their 
suitability for surgery which could 
restore their sight. 

She operated on two of the bears, 
which weigh up to 20 stones, and 
will return to the sanctuary in 
March to carry out further work. 

The sanctuary, at Chengdu, in

Sichuan province, China, was set 
up by British woman Jill Robinson, 
who founded the Animals Asia 
Foundation and was made an MBE 
for her conservation work. 

It is estimated that there are 7,000 
Asiatic black bears, also known as 
moon bears, in captivity in China 
where the practice of bile extract¬ 
ion is still legal. 

Ms Robinson is due to give a 
fundraising talk at the Dick White 
Referrals veterinary practice at Six 
Mile Bottom on June 13 next year. 

Dr Hartley was involved, with 
other colleagues from the Animal 
Health Trust, with another project 
to help rescued bears earlier this 
year. She went to Romania where a

sanctuary has been set up for the 
animals. 

She took equipment worth more 
than £25,000 for the preliminary 
investigations in China this month, 
examining 17 of the worst affected 
bears at the sanctuary where there 
are more than 170. 

Initial examinations suggest that 
many of these eye diseases may be 
secondary to the infections they 
suffer as a result of the bile 
extraction methods. 

Dr Hartley was able to operate on 
two bears, called Bluebelle and 


Sepp, and both were reported to be 
doing well. But she intends to 
return with another colleague to 
restore the sight in four more bears 
in March 2009. 

Dr Hartley, 36, has worked for the 
Animal Health Trust for four years 
and previously worked for the 
Cambridge Veterinary Group in 
Cherry Hinton Road for five years. 

She said: “It was a life-changing 
experience, I had prepared myself 
for the cruelty but I was still 
shocked, it is all too easy to take for 
granted the British culture of love 


for animals. But I won’t now. I’m 
pleased I can help these magnifi¬ 
cent animals, and grateful to the 
Animal Health Trust and Animals 
Asia for making it possible. 

“The plan is to return in March 
to perform more operations - like 
for instance on (one of the bears 
called) Snoopy who has bilateral 
cataracts, and three other bears 
with cataracts.” 

Ms Robinson commented: “To 
prevent these farmed bears from 
getting these eye problems, we need 
to end bear farming across Asia.”

Roger seeks

THE credit crunch 
has thrown a spanner 
into a man’s charity 
mission to Africa. 

Roger Skilton, from Red 
Lodge, is due to set off 
soon on a marathon trek 
by Land Rover to The 
Gambia, taking a load of 
vitally-needed medical 
supplies with him. 

But the person he was 
hoping would go with him 
as a co-driver has had to 
drop out for financial 
reasons, and Mr Skilton, 
60, is now keen to hear 
from anyone who would 
like to replace him. 

Mr Skilton said: “I’m 
doing the journey on 
behalf of Sightsavers 
International, the charity

“The idea is to drive a 
vehicle all the way there, 
via Morocco, the Western 
Sahara and Senegal, and 
to fill it with medical 
supplies, then leave the 
vehicle there for local 
people to use, returning 
by air. 

“The trip is costing me 
about £7,000 in terms of 
fuel and ferry costs and 
air fares, and I was hop¬ 
ing my co-driver would 
share those costs, but 
sadly he has had to drop 
out because the credit 


crunch has made it 
difficult to get any money 

“If I could find someone 
else to come with me and 
share the costs, that 
would be ideal, but even if 
I don’t, I will still make 
the trip myself.” 

He is due to set off on 
January 2, and the trek is 
expected to take between 
three and four weeks. 

The medical supplies 
have been donated by 
general practitioners at 
Bottisham and Red Lodge. 

Mr Skilton said: “I’ve 
had fantastic support 
from the surgeries, and 
would like to thank all 
those who have helped.”

PROPOSALS for a 75- 
bed hotel and restaurant 
complex in Newmarket 
have been recommended 
for approval by plan¬ 
ners. 

Reef Estates, the London- 
based company behind plans 
to redevelop the site of 
Newmarket’s Technical 
Institute, has submitted 
revised proposals which will 
be considered by Forest 
Heath District council’s 
planning committee on 
Wednesday, January 7. 

The original plans, dating 
back to 2007, included 24 flats 
and three retails units and 
planning permission had 
been granted. 

But the economic down¬ 
turn and restrictions on the

developer’s finances led to 
the flats being dropped from 
the scheme. 

The revised plans propose 
a slightly wider three-storey 
building shell with the use 
on the upper floor changed 
from 24 flats to 75 hotel 
rooms. The ground floor 
would be used for the hotel 
reception and restaurant and 
a separate restaurant unit. 

Two basement areas would 
be for staff and storage 
rooms for the hotel and 
restaurant. 

No parking will be pro¬ 
vided on the site and it is 
proposed that hotel guests 


use existing public car 
parking in the town, 
including the top floor of the 
nearby Guineas shopping 
centre. 

The applicants carried out 
a survey of the multi-storey 
car park to determine if 
there was adequate capacity 
for hotel residents. It found 
there would be ample 
capacity for the hotel’s peak 
parking requirement during 
the overnight period from 
6pm to 9am. 

No provision has been 
made for parking for staff 
cars and they are expected to 
use public car parks. 

Newmarket Town Council 
backs the plans but object¬ 
ions have been raised by the 
Newmarket Trainers’ Feder¬ 
ation, the Save Newmarket 


Action Group and five 
residents. 

Objectors say there is 
insufficient demand for a 
new hotel and raised 
concerns about traffic levels 
and the reduction in car 
parking spaces for shoppers 
and residents. 

But officers have recom¬ 
mended that the plans are 
approved. Their report says: 
“The development of this 
site presents an opportunity 
to improve the appearance of 
the site for the benefit of this 
part of Newmarket, and 
create an attractive link 
between the northern end of 
the existing town centre and 
the Waitrose supermarket. 

“It will also provide 
economic benefits, including 
employment in Newmarket.”

Residents of The Avenue 
said there is a particular 
problem with United States 
Air Force personnel parking 
in their street, claiming that 
“they have been seen to get 
out of their cars and in 
groups smash bottles on the 
ground”. 

According to the report, 
“most residents suggested 
that the area could be 
improved by shutting down 
the nightclubs”. Residents 
also suggested that earlier 
closing times would help. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, chair¬ 
man of the community 
services committee, said the 
report merely confirmed 
concerns residents had voiced 
at hearings for licence 
applications. 

He added: “I do not think it 
tells us anything we didn’t 
know already. There is 
trouble.” 

Suggested solutions include 
making sure that premises do 
not let customers leave with 
glasses and bottles, more 
litter bins and highlighting 
the importance of reporting 
incidents to the police.

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S OME people are never 
satisfied. It wasn’t so 
long ago that making a 
sporty hatchback was simple: 
you lopped the rear doors off, 
changed the badge and ta-da! 
A car that’s largely the same 
as its five-door brother but 
that has greater appeal for 
the young of heart and the 
small of family 
But that’s not enough these days. 
Any manufacturer brave enough 
to offer a simple three-door will 
find themselves ignored by the 
fashionistas in favour of a coupe. 
The big firms are spending a 
surprising amount of cash 
turning their humble hatches into 
something much racier, and to that 
burgeoning list you can add the 
Seat Ibiza SC. 

The five-door Ibiza is hardly 
dull, with the kind of edgy design 
that’s become a Seat trademark, 
but the SC goes one further with a 
lower roofline and a heavily 
sculpted rear. It certainly lives up 
to its sporty tag, especially on the 
optional 17-inch alloy wheels, and 
the inevitably young target 
audience will love it. 

Step inside and the cabin is less 
dramatic but still has a strong 
appeal. The materials are of much 
better quality than before, and

although the predominate colours 
are grey and black, it’s a pleasant 
place to be. The centre console is 
particularly smart, with red 
illumination bringing a sporty, 
high quality feel. The three-spoke 
steering wheel puts you in the 
mood for enthusiastic driving, 
while the standard sports seats 
improve the driving position and 
offer improved support. 

With a lower roofline there is the 
inevitable cost of reduced rear 
headroom, though that doesn’t 
mean the Ibiza SC can’t handle 
adults in the rear. Taller ones will 
want to be up front of course, but 
you can still load it up with friends 
for a night out without having to 
visit a chiropractor on the way 
home. What’s more, there’s still 284 
litres of boot space out the back. 

Right now there are three engine 
options available, all petrol: a 1.2- 
litre three cylinder, plus 1.4-litre 
and 1.6-litre four cylinder units. 
The 1.4-litre is likely to be the most 
popular, offering a decent

compromise between economy and 
power. All three engines offer more 
than 40mpg and the insurance- 
friendly smaller units will be a 
winner with the young audience. 

Go for the range-topping Sport 
trim and as well as alloy wheels, 
leather on the wheel and gearknob 
and sports seats, it also gains 
stiffer suspension. As a result, 


body roll is reduced and the SC’s 
handling is notably more 
controlled, although this comes at 
the price of slightly reduced ride 
comfort. For those who want the 
sporty feel there’s no contest, but 
the softer SE model is almost as 
much fun while offering more 
comfort on poorer roads. Either 
way, the Ibiza SC is a fun machine, 


with responsive steering and 
plenty of grip. 

With a sensible head on you 
should probably go for the five- 
door Ibiza. But who on earth wants 
to be sensible? If your life allows 
you the luxury of only having 
three doors on your car then the 
Ibiza SC is going to be right up 
your street.

FORD’S fastest-ever 
European production 
car, the 2009 Focus RS, 
will be priced from 
£24,995 when it goes on 
sale in the UK in 
March. 

It will be the first Ford to 
wear the famous Rallye 
Sport badge since the first- 
generation Focus RS was 
launched seven years ago 
and the 22nd since 1970. 

Under the bonnet of the 
Ford Focus RS is a 
turbocharged 2.5-litre, five- 
cylinder Duratec petrol 
engine, with a confirmed 
301bhp and 3251b ft peak 
torque.

Festive journeys ‘unloved’ 


ALMOST 30 per 
cent of motorists 
would drive up to 
100 miles to avoid 
staying with family 
and friends over 
Christmas, an 
AA/Populus survey 
has showed. 

And nine per 
cent of men said 
they would take to 
the car to get 
away from an 
overnight stay with 
their in-laws, the 
poll of more than 
7,000 motorists 
found. 

As many as 11 
per cent would 
drive more than 
100 miles to avoid 
any unwanted 
family reunions, 
with men more 
prepared than 
women to make 
long journeys. 

But 45 per cent 
of those polled 
said they preferred 
an overnight stay 
with family and 
friends rather than 
drive even 


relatively modest 
distances at 
Christmas. 

From this 

research the AA 
predicted that 
during this Christ¬ 
mas and New Year 
roads look like 
being fairly quiet, 
as in addition to 
the overnighters, a 
further 16 per cent 
in the survey said 
they did not drive 
at all over the 
holiday season. 
The quietest day 
will be New Year’s 
Day followed by 
Christmas Day. 

AA president 
Edmund King said: 
“Some drivers 
seem determined 
to drive long 
distances to avoid 
staying with 
families or friends 
at Christmas. The 
old ’mother-in-law’ 
joke may have 
some credence 
with nine per cent 
of males. As long 
as these drivers 


are not driven to 
drink this might be 
a sensible move. 

“Almost one 
quarter of drivers 
will drive for more 
than 20 miles on 
Boxing Day but 
New Year’s Day 
will be quiet with 
only 13 per cent 
saying they will be 
taking to the 
roads. 

“A good pro¬ 
portion of those 
saying they would 
be out on the 
roads over Christ¬ 
mas and New Year 
are in the younger 
age groups. On 
New Year’s Eve 
the survey found 
that 18 to 24 year 
olds are most 
likely to be on the 
road (22 per cent) 
which could pose 
safety concerns 
about potential 
drink/ drug driving 
or distraction 
caused by a car 
full of reveller 
passengers.”

IT says something of an athlete’s 
aspirations when they struggle to 
realise the magnitude of fourth place 
at an Olympic Games.

“It’s easy to say I just missed out on a 
medal, but I think I won fourth place 
in a lot of ways as it was such a high 
standard in the final. 


“When you think of people who came 
fourth at an Olympics, such as Paula 
Radcliffe or Dean Macey, it could be 
the motivation I need for the next four 
years.” 

The display was achieved despite 
Sayers suffering from illness before 
qualifying. 

“I was very close to not making 


Beijing as I had food poisoning,” she 
said. “It was a very close call but I 
managed to get over that mentally. 

“I never really talked about it as it was 
not an issue at the time.” 

The Games in Beijing were always 
going to be the centre point of the 
year for 26-year-old Sayers, but the 
rest of 2008 was not too bad either. 


As well as throwing a personal best of 
65.75m, she hit a consistent level of 
performance throughout the year. 
“The plan was geared towards the 
Olympics and we executed the plan 
that was set,” she said. “It’s very easy 
to peak at the Olympics as you have 
all the motivation in the world. 

“It was easily my most consistent 


year. I did quite a lot of work mentally 
on nailing the first round. My first- 
round average was 60.70m and the 
average was 63m. I have only beaten 
my personal best by 70cm, and we 
had to put in a lot of work to do that.” 
Her performance in the Olympics’ 
final would have earned her a medal 
in previous Games, but the standard 
was notched up a gear in China, with 
the world record broken twice. 

“I’m competing when women’s 
javelin has moved on but I can move 
on with that,” she said. “The people 
doing things are quite young.” 

The World Athletics Championships 
in Berlin are Sayers’ target for 2009 
with home favourites Christina 
Obergfoll and Steffi Nerius sure to 
galvanise the crowd. “It’s always a 
funny one, the worlds after the 
Olympics,” she said. “But with two 
Germans in it there will be a good 
atmosphere.”
